Fifth grade— Bancroft, all 
east of the following boundary; Ninth 
Park avenue to Walnut, Burt avenue 
and South Eighth; Walnut, ail pupils 
between these limits and the Pan 
Handle; Sycamore, all pupils west of 
the Pan Handle. 


Fourth grade — Bancroft, western 
boundary, Ninth, Park avenue to 
Walnut, Burc avenue and Eighth tt 
Elm. A U pupils east of this boundary 
and north of Elm; Walnut, all pupils 
north of Elm. between above boun 
dary and Pan Handle: South Dawn, 
all pupils south of Elm and ease 
of

Third and Second grades— Same as

First grade — Bancroft,

"Some difficulty was experienced in 
assigning pupils in the upper grades. 
owing to the fact that two of our 
buildings have no rooms above the 
fourth and fifth grades." explains Dr 
Piatt. "The endeavor has been to 
district the city in such a way as to 
meet the convenience of the largest 
number. Wherever streets are named 
as boundaries, the line is supposed to 
run through the middle cf the street- 
"Of course the divisions are based 


upon an estimate of the probable 
school population, and some modifica- 
tion may be necessary after school be- 
gins."

Result of the Gale That Swept the 


Co?£t of South Africa. 


Cape Town. Sept. 2.—Sir John cor- 


don Sprigs, the premier, said in the 
house of assembly that he feared the 
loss of life from the gale would be 
enormous. The storm broke shortly 
before midnight, .and was accompa- 
nied by a deluge of rain and brilliant 
lightning. The night was very dark. 
Several tugs went out to the assist- 
ance of the endangered vessels, but 
nothing was visible from the shore at 
Port Elizabeth except the continual 
flashes of rockets as signals of dis- 
tress. Daylight revealed the beach at 
the north end of Algoa bay strewn 
with vessels lying high and dry. while 
others were in the surf and being 
swept by the huge breakers. 
With 


the exception of four vessels which 
foundered with all hands, every sail- 
ing vessel in the roadstead 
was 


ashore by midday. Fifty bodies have 
already been washed ashore. 


Fleet Scores a Point. 


Newport. R. I., Sept. 2. — Admiral 


Hisgiason did not delay long after the 
declaration of hostilities to cut out 
work for the jackies and marines of 
his fleet, accomplishing under cover 
of fog two things that General Mac- 
Arthur's 'army had not anticipated. 
These were the seizing of Martha's 
Vineyard and Block island and the 
capture of the army's signal station 
at each place. He followed up his 
good work by a sudden demonstra-

"I am one who believes that the

Train Down an Embankment. 


Birmingham, Ala., Sept. 2.—WhHe 


rounding a curve on a high embank- 
ment near Berry, Ala., the engine and 
four cars of an excursion train on a 
branch of the Southern railway leaped 
from the track and rolled over and 
over, smashing the coaches into Mn- 
dlingrrood and causing the instant 
death of 21 persons and the injury of 
81 others. Physicians say at least 29 
of the injured can not live. With the 
exception of H. "M. Dudley, trainmas- 
ter of the Southern railway, living at 
Birmingham, and Roscoe Shelby ot 
Columbus, Miss., all of the dead and 
Injured are negroes, who had taken ad- 
vantage of the excursion rates from 
points in Mississippi to Birmingham. 
When the wreck occurred the train 
was running at a. rate of 30 miles an 
hour, and ja&t started around a curve 
on top of a 60-foot embankment. With- 
out warning the tender of the engine 
suddenly left the track, jerking the 
engine and the first four cars with it. 
There were 10 cars to the excursion 
train, but the fourth broke loose from 
the fifth and with the heavy engine 
plunged dowa the steep incline. The 
cars, which were packed with passen- 
gers, turned completely over several .
